COMMITTEE TO SPONSOR 

In announcing its plans for the 

bond issue, the committee made 
two important statements: (1) the 
committee itself will sponsor the 
rdposed bond issue; and (2) mem- 
ers of the committee, acting in 
their official capacity as repre- 
sentatives of city and county, will 
supervise the expenditure of the 
money. The committee made these 
announcements in order to assure 
the citizens of a nonpolitical han- 
dling of the public funds derived 
from the bond issue.

Strikes 
Flare in 
Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 18.— 
(UP)—A general strike paralyzed 
Buenos Aires and the big provin- 
cial cities of Rosario and Santa Fe 
today as supporters of Col. Juan 
D. Peron celebrated his return to 
power. Eight persons were report- 
ed killed and 70 wounded in Pe- 
ronist demonstrations in the capi- 
tal which followed a_ bloodless 
coup. 

Peron himself left the city for 
a vacation after forming a new 
cabinet made up of his support- 
ers. 

Army, navy and civilian leaders 
who forced Peron’s resignation as 


vice president, war minister and 
labor secretary were thrown into 
confusion. 

Gen Eduardo Avalos, war min- 
ister, and Adm. Hector Verengo 
Lima, ey | minister, resigned as 
President Edelmiro J. Farrell ap- 
proved the new cabinet line-up. 
They led the army and navy ele- 
ments which forced Peron’s resig- 
mation. 

AVALOS RELEASED 

Avalos was detained briefly dur- 
ing the night but was released aft- 
er President Farrell obtained the 
approval of the powerful Campo 


up. 

Verengo Lima left in the 450-ton 
mine sweeper Drummond, with 
the 2,595-ton coast defense ship 
Independencia and the 1,055-ton 
river monitor Roscario as escort. 

Government sources reported 
that President Farrell radioed Ver- 
nengo Lima to return and that he 
had done so. 

There were reports of strong op- 
position by some army and navy 
men. to Peron’s coup-—-w left 


to pursue his presidential candi- 
dacy—but it appeared that oppo- 
sition was dwindling fast. 

Pormer Foreign Minister Jose 
Maria Cantilo, a Peren opponent, 
took refuge in the Uruguayan em- 
bassy and former Federal Judge 
Ramon Vasquez, another opponent, 
took refuge at the Peruvian em- 
bassy. 

Peron’s labor supporters had 
called a 24-hour general strike for 
today in protest of his detention. 
But after his release last night, 
and his swift restoration to power 
if not to office, the strike was 
made a symbol of victory. 

Two persons were killed early 
today and 30 were wounded when 


the newspaper Critica. The front 
of the building was bullet-ridden. 
It was reported that one boy of 
12 and another of 14 were among 
the wounded. 

6 KILLED, 40 WOUNDED 

Six persons were reported killed 
and 40 wounded this morning at 
the municipal market in clashes 
between Peron supporters, forc- 
ing a strike, and workers who did 
not want to be idle. 

A transport strike was 100 per 
cent effective. Thousands of peo- 
ple walked long distances to work 
or hitched rides in private auto- 
mobiles. But Peron supporters 
were active in forcing factories, 
shops and offices to close and by 
noon there was almost no activity 
except among crowds which wan- 
dered about the city. Stores which 
failed to close received telephonic 
warnings to shut their doors. Win- 
dows of the Socialist newspaper 
Vanguardia were stoned. Several 
newspapers which had won the 
enmity of Peronists did not pub- 
lish, Universities, which led ci- 
villian opposition to Peron, were 
scheduled to reopen today but did 
not do so. 

Peron left at 6 a. m. for Chu- 
but, in Patagonia in the south, 
after upsetting the brief new deal 
of his army, navy and civilian 
opponents.

KYO, Friday, Oct. 19—(UP)—Japanese Finance Minister Keizo 
that 10,000,000 persons will die.in Japan 


during the next 12 months as the result of malnutrition, lack of hous-

A great majority of the Japa-f 
nese people have no idea yet what 
hit them, Shibusawa said yester- 
day in an exclusive interview. Ja- 
pan is like a man with both arms 
and one leg missing because of 
the loss of Korea, Manchuria and 
Formosa and its merchant marine 
and overseas markets. 

Keizo said Japanese economy 


for many years has been geared 
to Korean rice, minerals, gold and 
raw materials, Manchurian soy- 
beans, coal and lumber and For- 
mosan sugar, fruits and tropical 
products plus the income from 
overseas markets and shipping op- 
erations. 
STARTED IN 1932 

Militarists began stripping the 
country in 1932 for development 
of Manchuria, he said, “starting a 
general disorganization in previ- | 
ous Japanese economy which has 
now reached a climax with Ja- 
pan’s ‘absolutely total’ defeat.” 


Shibusawa outlined a program 
for alleviation of the conditions:

JAP BONDS’ PROSPECTS 


“It can be taken for granted 
that Japan will pay outstanding 
bonds such as those listed before 
he war in New York,” he. said, 
“but we have no idea when or 
how.” 

He estimated it would take one 
or two years to stabilize the value 
of the yen and at least five years 
to restore foreign trade on even 
a limited scale. No one at present 
knows the real value of the yen 
although Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur’s headquarters’ established 
for the Army an arbitrary ex- 
change rate of 15 yen to the 
dollar.

OPA Lets 
Butter Go 
Up 5 Cents 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(P)— 


The retail ceiling price on butter 
will be boosted 5 to 6 cents a 
pound Nov. 8. 

Stabilization Director John C. 
Collet announced this today in 
withdrawing, effective Oct. 31, a 
wartime subsidy of 5 cents a 
pound paid to butter processors. 


Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles, in a concurrent §state- 
ment, expressed the opinion that 
the effect of the butter price in- 
crease on the cost of living will 
be offset by a decline in other 
items. 

The butter subsidy went into 
effect June 1, 1943. Since that 
time the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation has paid out $174,- 
691,000 to processors.

Goering Heads List: 
Hitler Unmentioned

— (AP) — Humanity’s case 


against-the bloody Hitler regime has been set forth in a 
historic indictment against the major German war crime 
inals who will be tried next month in Nuernberg. 

The massive, 24,000 word catalogue of Nazi tortures and 
persecution that claimed 10,000,000 dead was filed with the 


international war crimes court in‘ 


Berlin. It will be presented today 
to the jailed members of the Nazi 
hierarchy in their cells in Nuern- 
berg. 

Specifically the indictment 
named 24 survivors of the Nazi 
governmental, industrial and mili- 
tary hierarchy. In addition, it 
asked conviction as “criminal 
groups” of seven Nazi organiza- 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(#)

hailed the indictment of Hitler’s 
aides as a new and salutary de- 
parture in international law and 
a possible deterrent to future 
aggression. Said Sen. Chandler,

tions, including leading members 
of the German general staff and 
high command. 

Heading the list of 24 is Reichs- 
marshal Hermann Wilhelm Goe- 
ring, the No. 2 Nazi. Hitler is not 
charged in the indictment because 
of some indications that he died 
in the ruins of the city where his 
cohorts once strutted with him. 


WOULD DERIVE CODE 

In seeking the death of Goering, 
Rudolf Hess, Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop and the 
others the Allies hope to emblazon 
a new principle in a future code 
of conduct for mankind—that con- 
spiring to wage war is a crime 
against humanity. 

In addition to the general staff 
and the high command the other 
organizations named included the 
Gestapo, the SS (elite guard) 
troops of the Nazi party, the 
storm troopers, the SD or Secret 
Service, Sicherheitsdienst, the Ger- 
man cabinet and the leadership 
corps of the Nazi party. 

A spokesman for the American

Jackson, said that the general 
staff and high command would be 
considered “as one entity, with a 
choice representative segment spe- 
cifically indicted.” 

Those already named in the in-

Russia, Great 
Britain and France opposed the 
action on the ground soldiers are 
responsible only for carrying out 
orders.

For All 
Demanded 


Over-all coverage of the “entire 


working population” in setting 
_minimum pay and maximum hours 
of work has been urged on con- 
gress by Philip Murray, president 
of the CIO. 

At the same time, Dr. C. H. 
Foreman, of Atlanta, president of 
the Southern Conference for Hu- 
man Welfare, indorsed the bill as 
a move which “will do much to 
solve the economic and social 
problems of the south.” 

Murray, in a statement to the 
House Labor Committee at Wash- 
ington yesterday, took a “no com. 
promise” stand on legislation pro- 
posing a boost in the minimum 
wage law from 40.to 65 cents an 
hour. 

“I would like to speak out ag 
strongly as I can in protest against 
a reported compromise on 
measure,” he said. “We have read 
in the press a number of recent 
stories to the effect that the com- 
promise looks to a settlement of 
this issue on the basis of rais 
the present minimum from 4 
cents an hour to 55 cents. 
“COMPROMISE MOCKERY” 

“To offer this thoroughly inade- 
quate wage minimum as a compro- 
mise is to make a mockery of 
nae ae on the whole issue.”

tic workers, are excluded from 
wage and hour protection.

A large new branch office of 
the Veterans’ Administration will 
be opened in Atlanta shortly, ac- 
cording to John M. Slaton Jr., 
whose appointment as deputy ad- 
ministrator for the five-state area 
was announced yesterday by Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley, veterans’ ad- 
ministrator. 

Now manager of the Veterans’ 
Hospital 48 here, Slaton said that 
the branch office which he will 
head is designed “to bring serv- 
ice closer to veterans and cut red 
tape,” in accordance with a pol- 
icy recently announced by Gen. 
Bradley. 

Many decisions related to insur- 
‘ance for discharged veterans, 
death claims, and pensions—pre- 
viously handled only in Washing: 
ton, D. C., and New York City— 
will be acted on by the branch 
office and speedier service ren- 
dered, Slaton said. 

He estimated that nearly 2,000 
square feet of office space in At- 
lanta will be required by a staff 
of “well over a thousand” em- 
ployes to handle the work re- 
quired for veterans in Georgia, 
Alabama, Florida, South Carolina 
and Tennessee, This area includes 
12 hospitals and five regional of- 
fices of the veterans’ administra- 
tion.

Wages and Taxes 
Peril Earnings, 
Heimann Asserts 


“Business will have difficulties 
in maintaining its earnings in the 
postwar period due to higher 
wages, higher taxes, and a rather 
rigid price economy,” Henry H. 
Heimann of New York City, ex- 
ecutive manager of the National 
Association of Credit Men. told 
credit and business executives of 
Atlanta at a dinner meeting in the 
Ansley hotel last night. 

Heinmann told his audience, a 
group of more than 100 Atlanta 
businessmen, that industry had 
made better plans to enter post- 
war production than at any pre- 
vious time in the history of the 
country. 

Presiding at the meeting was 
C. W. Bandy, president of the 
Georgia Association of Credit 
Men, Inc., and after a dinner the 
guests were entertained by a 
group of singers, dancers and 
comedians. 


Lochner report is the first and 
most important phase of the work 
before them. In order to get this 
start, they placed the matter of 
finances at the top of the list. 

“With $25,000,000 as a_ basic 
fund from city and county we 
will be in a position to get action,” 
said MacDougall.

Found Georgians 
Dotting Pacific 


Robert Sherrod, former Atlan- 
tan and Pacific war correspon- 
dent for Life and Time magazines, 
traveled 175,000 miles in three 
and a half years, but in a sense 
was always close to home. For 
wherever he was—on aircraft car- 
riers, ee invasion beaches 
or in staff hegdquarters—there 
also were fellow Georgians. 

Sherrod, associate editor of 
Time, gave a vivid description and 
interpretation yesterday of the 
bloody war in the Pacific—a war 
which he knew well and one in 
which “the Confederacy was well 
represented.” He spoke following 
a luncheon for Life and Time 
writers on the Ansley roof. 

On the beaches of Iwo Jima, 
Sherrod met Marine Lt. “Smiley” 
Johnson, ex-Georgia football play- 
er who was killed there; Marine 
Lt. Col. William Buchanan, a grad- 
uate of the University of Georgia 
in 1935; and Marine Col E. A. 
Pollock, of Augusta. 

ON CARRIER 

On the decks of the aircraft 
carrier, Essex, he encountered Lt. 
Cmdr. Inman Brandon, of Atlanta. 

On the aircraft carrier, Ticon- 
deroga, he found Lt. Fred Kent, of 


Tifton. 

And on the frigid terrain of the 
Aleutians, he met. Lt. Col. J. T. 
Carlton, a member of his graduat- 
ing class at the University of 
Georgia in 1929. 

These were but a few of the 
hundreds of Georgians seen by 
the veteran reporter in the vast 
Pacific. theater. However, he is 
glad to be back on Georgia soil 
—even though it’s only for a brief 
visit 
In about a month Sherrod will 
leave for the Pacific on a roving 
assignment. He probably will be 
stationed in Shanghai. 

ATOM FACE SAVER 

Sherrod asserted that he was 
not one who thought that the war 
against Japan was won by the 
atomic bomb. He believes Allied 
victory already was assured, and 
the bomb merely gave the Japs a 
“face-saving” chance to get out. 

“I believe,” Sherrod said, “that 
eventually the Emperor must be 
dethroned, for if he told his peo- 
ple tomorrow that they must take 
up arms again, they would do it 
just as enthusiastically as they 
laid them down.” 

He stressed that the occupation 
of Japan must continue for many, 
many years. And he expressed 
the opinion that this occupation 
should be carried out by fighting 
veterans or regular Army men— 
not by 17 or 18-year-old “souve- 
nir hunters.” 

Sherrod, a native of Thomas- 
ville, Ga., was a. former member 
of The Constitution staff. He has 
been with Time magazine for 10 
years.

North Georgia 
Poultry Raisers 
Face Crisis 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(/)— 
The House Agriculture Committee 
was told today that North Georgia 
poultry growers are “going bank- 
rupt” because of an abrupt end to 
Army buying of millions of 
chickens. 

Georgia representatives and 
Senators George and Russell, Dem- 
ocrats, are asking that the Army 
buy and freeze at least 1,000,000 
pounds of poultry to help clear 
the glutted civilian market. 

Representative Wood, Democrat, 
Georgia, whose district embraces 
most of the poultry growers, told 
a reporter the Georgians had no 
answer yet from the Army. 

Army officials were present at 
the agriculture committee meeting 
to hear Georgia congressmen de- 
clare that a 2,000,000-pound sur- 
plus of chickens now is stalled in 
the area, 

‘Wood said prices have dropped 
from 29 cents a pound to 19 cents, 
forcing growers to take a net loss 
of from 7 to 8 cents. 

The Army bears responsibility 
for the poultry surplus, Wood said, 
because it encouraged growers to 
raise chickens, then cut off pur- 
chases with only a short warning. 
In the meantime, he added, Geor- 
gia growers lost their civilian mar- 
ketsf to other producers.

The jury ordered Jesse McKeth- 
an held on a murder charge in 
the death of Luther Aids, 17. De- 
ttective Chief John C. McCarthy 
quoted McKethan as saying he 
struck Aids with a hatchet and 
choked him in a quarrel after a 
roadhouse visit. 

Later, McCarthy said, McKeth- 
an cut the body to pieces and dis- 
—— the pieces about Savan- 
nah. 

“It all seemed like a nightmare 
when I woke up on Monday,” the 
youth told the coroner’s jury, “I 
couldn’t sleep from the time the 
body was cut up until I was ar- 
rested. 

mr walked to the spots where I 
had buried parts of the body sev- 
eral times.” 

Chief McCarthy said McKethan 
told officers he bought some mur- 
der mystery magazines after the 
slaying to see if they could help 
him in reaching a decision on how 
to dispose of Aids’ body. They 
gave no help, he said, and he de- 
cided to dismember the body yd 
bury the parts. 

McCarthy and Detective Sgt. E. 
A. Fitzgerald quoted McKethan as 
saying the quarrel started when 
he accused Aids of stealing his 
wallet at the roadhouse, a fight 
ensuing. 

McKethan, the officers contin- 
ued, took the body to his home and 
hid it under the house. After 
working next day at a bag manu- 
facturing plant, he started the job 
of cutting the body to pieces, the 
officers said he told them. 

A search for Aids got under way 
when his mother reported him 
missing from home. A leg was 
found in some bushes. Then other 
parts of a body were found in 
other sections of the city. The 
boy’s head was found by officers 
yesterday in the presence of the 
mother, Mrs. G. W. Aids. The 40- 
year-old mother became hysterical. 

Chief McCarthy said McKethan 
put a pillow under Aids’ body 
when he placed it under the house. 
This was the blood-soaked pillow 
ss father found in the 
yard.

ment released today indicates 
that on many occasions the Nazis 
simply demolished what they 
couldn't carry off. But what they 
carried off was plenty. For in- 
stance: 

“The muscums of Nantes, Nan- 
cy. Marseilles were looted. Pri- 
vate collections of great value 
were stolen. In this way, Ra- 
phaels, Vermeers, Van Dycks and 
works of Rubens, Holbein, Rem- 
brandt, Watteau, Boucher disap- 
—_ Germany compelled 

ance to deliver up ‘The Mystic 
Lamb’ by Van Eyck, which Bel- 
gium had entrusted to her.” 

From Kiev, the Germans cart- 
ed away more than 4,000,000 
books, magazines and manu- 
scripts, “many of which were 
‘very valuable and even unique,” 
and a large number of artistic 
roductions. 

GA’'S ART TREASURES 

Many valuable art productions, 
100,000 valuable volurres, and 70 
cases of periodicals and precious 
monographs, were stolen from 
Riga. 

It was not only in art that the 
Nazis occasionally showed good 
taste; for exa:nple, they “remov- 
ed” 87,000,000 bottles of cham- 
pagne from France. 

All told in France, German 
plundering from private enter- 

se approximated 257,020,024,000 
rancs, or $5,140,400,480 in U. S. 
money at the current exchange 
rate; and 55,000,100,000 francs, or 
$1,100,002,000, from the state. In 
addition, from ‘June, 1940, 
September, 1944, tthe French 
treasury was compelled to give 
Germany 631,866,000,000 francs, 
or $12,637,320,000. 

The Germans also extracted mil- 
lions of tons of raw materials: 
great quantities of industrial 
equipment; agricultural produce, 
and manufactured products from 
France. 

RUSSIAN LOOT 

But the French loot figures are 
dwarfed by those of Russia. In 
State prices of 1941, the Soviet 
Union estimates its material loss 
at 679,000,000,000 rubles. At the 
diplomatic exchange rate, that fiz- 
ure would be $56,560,700,000 in 
American cash.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(#)—Samples of Nazi bestiality as 
recited in today’s Allied war crimes indictment... 

In killing more than 10,000,000 European civilians and captured 
war prisoners, the Germans used—among other methods—shoot- 
ing, hanging, gassing, starving, beating, cremating, disembowelling, 
“experimental”. surgery, freezing in tubs of water, branding with 
irons, burying alive. 

WOMEN: The Germans cut off the breasts, ears, fingers and 
toes of Russian women at Stalingrad. 

CHILDREN: On the Eastern Front, they were buried alive: 
thrown into flames; stabbed with bayonets; poisoned. Their blood 
was extracted for use of the German Army. In Lwow, the Ger- 
mans killed 8,000 children in two months; at Tiberda, they an- 
nihilated 500 children suffering from tuberculosis of the bone. 

JEWS: Of the 9,600,000 Jews who lived in the parts of Europe 
under Nazi domination, it is conservatively estimated that 5.700.- 
000 have disappeared, most of them deliberately put to death 
by Nazi conspirators. .

Standing before the two oak 
doors of the great white-walled 
chamber, a court attendant in 
black coat and stri trousers in- 
toned in English, French, Russian 
and German the word “Silence!” 
The entire proceedings were trans- 
lated into the four languages. 

The doors opened, with Maj. 
Gen. I. T. Nikitchenko, of the So- 
viet Union, and his alternate, T. A. 
Bolchkov, leading the delegation 
of judges. 

They were followed by the 
French judge, Henry Donnedieu, 
and his alternate, Robert Falco; 
the American Francis Biddle and 
his alternate, Judge John Parker; 
the British Lord Justice Lawrence 
and his alternate, Justice Norman 
Bilkett. 

Nikitchenko, presiding for the 
day, seated himself behind a long 
table, flanked on the right by the 
Americans and on the left by the 
French and British. 

Facing them were the prosecu- 
tors. The British wore formal 
court attire of striped trousers, 
black coats, ba collars. The 
others wore dark suits. 

The judges rose one by one and 
made their declarations: 

“I solemnly declare that I will 
exercise my powers and duties as 
member of the international tri- 
bunal honorably, impartially and 
conscientiously.” 

As they finished Nikitchenko 
said “I hereby announce the meet- 
ing of the international tribunal 
is open.” 

Sir Hartley Shawcross, the Brit- 
ish tor, then explained 
that the prosecution was unani- 
mously presenting the indictment. 

Francis Shea, chief assistant to 
Justice Jackson, handed up the 
indictment on behalf of the United 
States, France and Britain. Gen. 
R. Rudenko, the chief Soviet 
prosecutor, then delivered the Rus- 
sian text. ; 

Nikitchenko then said: 

“An indictment has now been 
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lodged with the tribunal by the 
committee of the chief prosecu- 
tors setting out the charges made 
against the following defend- 
a 

Slowly he read the name of 

each of the 24 principal defend- 
ants. 
German reporters representing 
all the German newspapers in 
Berlin sat at press tables with Al- 
lied correspondents. One artist 
from the German newspaper Der 
Morgen sketched the proceedings. 
Not more than 150 persons were 
able to find seats in the chamber. 
Among them was a sprinkling of 
German civilians. 

Jackson declared the German 
general staff had no fixed mem- 
bership such as the SS or the 
Gastapo, and did not constitute an 
entity any more than did a grad- 
uating class of the U. S. milita-y 
academy at West Point. 

An American spokesman said 
that other members of the gener- 
al staff would be “reached” in 
subsequent trials, and one Ameri- 
can viewpoint was that ultimately 
more than 10 members of the 
general staff would be tried. 
RECITAL OF HORKOR 

The bulk of the indictment is a 
recital of horrors. 

The Nazis and their high com- 
mand associates are blamed offi- 
cially for the brutal slaughter of 
about 10,000,000 helpless persons, 
civilians and prisoners of war. 

About: 4,000,000 were slain at 
Auschwitz concentration camp 
alone, the indictment says, and 
another 1,500,000 -in notorious 
Maidanek. 

Of 9,600,000 Jews who came 
under Nazi domination in and out 
of Germany, the document as- 
serts, 5,700,000 disappeared. 
“most of them deliberately put 
to death by Nazi conspirators.” 

The Nazis and their associates 


are accused also: 


Of torturing civilians to obtain 


information; 
Of putting civilians under “pro- 


tective arrest” in the “most un-) 


healthy and inhumane of condi- 
tions”: 
Of mass murders of defenseless 


people by gassing and shooting; of | 


incredibly cruel “scientific” ex- 
periments on women; 

Of drawing the blood of chil- 
dren; 

Of shooting hostages, ill-treating 
and murdering war prisoners, and 

Of plundering or wiping out by 
wholesale destruction the cities 
and towns of lands they occupied. 


AMERICANS KILLED 


“American prisoners, officers 
and men, were murdered in Nor- 
mandy during the summer of 1944 
and in the Ardemnes in Decem- 
ber, 1944,” the official document 
declares. “American prisoners 
were starved, beaten and other- 
wise mistreated in numerous Sta- 
lags (prison camps), in Germahy 
and in the occupied countries, par- 
ticularly in 1943, 1944 and 1945.” 

The indictment furnished the 
basis for projected trial of Ger- 


man Nazi and military leaders by 


the Anglo-American-French-Soviet 
military tribunal at Nuernberg, 
Germany. It was drawn up by 
prosecutors of the four Allied Na- 
tions, including Justice Robert H. 
Jackson for the United States. It 
was released simultaneously in 
the Allied capitals and in Ger- 
many. 

Against most of the 24 the in- 


dictmer® makes four sweeping, 
general accusations: (1) Crimes 
against peace In starting the war; 
(2) War crimes in violation of the 
accepted laws of war; (3) Crimes 
against humanity which includes 
the Jewish persecutions, and (4) 
conspiring together to commit 
these crimes. 

After these four general counts 
are laid down with details of sup- 
porting evidence, the names of 
the individuals are listed together 
with the specific counts on which 
each is '» be tried. 

Organizations indicted are Hit- 
ler’s old Reich cabinet, the Ger- 
man general staff and high com- 
mand, the Leadership Corps of the 
Nazi party, the SS organization 
(a police and military outfit), the 
Gestapo (dread secret police) and 
the SA (a police and military 
training organization.) 

The previously announced inten- 
tion of the prosecution is to prove 
these to be criminal organizations 
so that any person legally found 
to be a member would be con- 
victed automatically as a crimi- 
nal. Thus the prosecutors hope 
to shorten the trials of hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of Germans 
yet to be indicted. 

Today’s indictment traces the 
great Nazi conspiracy from the 
emergence of Hitler as a political 
leader in 1921, through his elec- 
tion as chancellor of the German 
republic in 1933 and his suppres- 
sion of all opposition in Germany 
immediately thereafter. The Nazi 
party is described as “the central 
core” of the conspiracy. 

Three aims are attributed to the 
Nazis: 

1. To destroy the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and its restrictions on Ger- 
man military power. 

2. To regain German territories 
lost in World War I and other Eu- 
ropean territories occupied by “ra- 
cia] Germans” such as the Sude- 
tenland, and 

3. To acquire “living space” in 
Europe and elsewhere. 

AIMS NOT FIXED 


“The aims and purposes of the 
Nazi conspirators were not fixed 
or static,” the indictment declar- 
ed, “but evolved and expanded 
as they acquired progressively 
greater power and became able 
to make more effective applica- 
tion of threats of force and 
threats of aggressive war.” 

Thus the Nazis—consolidating 
their power inside Germany 
through suppression of liberties, 
persecutions of Jews and other 
means—progressed to the point 
where in 1936-39 they took over 
Austria and Czechoslovakia and 
invaded Poland, “thus precipitat- 
ing war with the United King- 
dom and France.” . 

It was but a matter of time 
then until all the Allied world, 
including the United States, was 
drawn into the conflict. 

American entry as a result of 
the Japanese attack on Pear] Har- 
bor is linked to the German-Jap- 
anese-Italian military alliance 
and to the fact that after Japan 
struck Germany declared war on 
this country. 

“By reason of all the forego- 
ing,” the indictment states, “the 
defendants with divers other per- 
sons, are guilty of a common plan 
or conspiracy for the accomplish- 
ment of crimes against péace; of 
a conspiracy to commit crimes 
against humanity in the course of 


preparation for war and in the 
course of prosecution of the war; 
and of a conspiracy to commit 
war crimes not only against the 
armed forces of their enemies but 
also against non-belligerent civil- 
ian populations.” 

COUNTRY BY COUNTRY 

The indictment takes up these 
war crimes and crimes against hu- 
manity country by country, includ- 
ing the prewar persecutions of 
Christians, Jews and political op- 
ponents of the Nazis in Germany 
itself. It declares: 

“The Nazis murdered amongst 
others Chancellor Dollfuss (of Aus- 
tria), the Social Democrat (Dr. 
Rudolf) Breitscheid and the Com- 
muist (Ernest) Thaelmann.” 

“The Nazis reported on Sept. 14, 
1944, that Breitscheid, former edi- 
tor of the newspaper De Dozialist, 
and Thaelmann, German Commu- 
nist leader, were killed in the Bu- 
chenwald concentration camp by 
Allied bombs. Previously, Radio 
Atlantik, German-language station 
operated by the British, said the 
two were killed Sept. 11, 1944, on 
orders of Heinrich Himmler. 

“The (the Nazis) imprisoned in 
concéntration camps numerous po- 
litical and religious personages; for 
example, Chancellor Schuschnigg 
(of Austria) and Pastor Niemoller, 
of Germany. 

“In November, 1938, by orders 
of the chief of the Gestapo, anti- 
Jewish demonstrations all over 
Germany took place. Jewish prop- 
erty was destroyed, 30,000 Jews 
were arrested and sent to concen- 
tration camps and their property 
confiscated. Among other mass 
murders of Jews were the follow- 


FTwo thousand were shot in an 
antitank ditch at Mineraliye Vodi; 
4,300 other Jews were shot in the 
same ditch; 60,000 Jews were shot 
on an island on the Dvina near 
Rica; 20,000 Jews were shot at 
Kutzk; 32,000 Jews were shot at 
Sarny; 60,000 Jews were shot at 
Kiev and Dniepropetrovsk. Thou- 
sands of Jews were gassed weekly 
by means of gas-wagons which 
broke down from overwork. 

“As the Germans retreated be- 
fore the Soviet army they exter- 
minated Jews rather than allow 
them to be liberated. Many con- 
centration camps and ghettos.were 
kept in which Jews were incarce- 
rated and tortured, starved, sub- 
jected to merciless atrocities and 
finally exterminated. About 70,- 
000 Jews were exterminated in 
Yugoslavia.” 

FANTASTIC TORTURE 

Fantastic forms of torture are 
set forth in the indictment: 

“Bad treatment, pseudo-scien- 
tific experiments (sterilization of 
women at Auschwitz and at Rav- 
ensbruck, study of the evolution 
of cancer of the womb at Ausch- 


witz, of typhus at Buchenwald,: 


anatomical research at Natzweil- 
ler, heart injections at Buchen- 
wald, bone grafting and muscular 
excisions at Ravensbruck, etc.), 
gas chambérs, gas wagons and 
crematory ovens.... 

“In the Canov camp 200,000 
peaceful citizens were extermin- 
ated. The most refined methods 
of cruelty were employed in this 
extermination, such as disembow- 
elling and freezing of human be- 
ings in tubs of water; mass shoot- 
ings took place to the accompani- 
ment of the music of an orchestra 
recruited from the persons in- 
terned.” 
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russia, the indictment says, the 
Germans set up three concentra- 
tion camps without shelter and 
placed in them tens of thousands 
of persons. They then added peo- 
ple “from typhus hospitals inten- 
tionally for the purpose of infect- 
ing the other persons interned and 
spreading the disease in territories 
from which the Germans were 
being driven by the Red army.” 

Among dozens of other murder 
centers listed in Russia is men- 
tioned the Crimea, where “péace- 
ful citizens were gathered on 
barges, taken out to sea and 
drowned, over 144,000 persons 
being exterminated in this man- 
ner.” 

“Along with the adults,” the in- 
dictment says, “the Nazi conspira- 
tors mercilessly destroyed even 
children. They killed then: with 
their parents in groups and alone. 
They killed them in children’s 
homes and hospitals, burying the 
living in the graves, throwing 
them into flames, stabbing them 
with bayonets, poisoning them, 
conducting experiments upon 
them, extracting their blood for 
the use of the German army, 
throwing them into prison and 
Gestapo torture chambers and 
concentration camps where the 
children died from hunger, tor- 
ture and epidemic diseases.” 


The indictment says the Ger- 
mans carted off to slave labor 
many millions of citizens from the 
occupied countries and forced 
prisoners of war into work con- 
trary to the provisions of the Ge- 
neva convention. France suffered 
heavily in this way and the num- 
ber of Russian citizens deported 
2 ae was put at about 4,000,- 
000. 

France and Russia also lost most 
heavily—since they were the larg- 
est countries wholly or partly oc- 
cupied—to Nazi plunderers. France 
lost in plunder  257,020,024,000

Into the President’s office crowded 
about 150 reporters, each free to ask any 
question. The President answers them. 
Only Mr. Roosevelt and-Mr. Truman have 
subjected themselves to this very severe 
test of patience and mental alertness. 


What he said about the end of the 
coal strike apparently meant the govern- 
ment dic not know of the planned action 
by John L. Lewis until it was done. 
Whether the practical, ruthless and often 
cynical Mr. Lewis really meant what he 
said about public interest is subject to 
doubt. 


Whatever may be thought of John L. 
Lewis, he is intelligent. He quickly saw 
two things. One was that unless reconver- 
sion gets under way and civilian goods 
are produced in quantity, the money his 
miners receive will buy less than now. 
Secondly, he felt, selfishly or not, his 
action might have a salutary effect on 
other labor disputes. 
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Practical Way 


Unless civilian goods come on the mar- 
ket in plenty, higher salaries will mean 
only that the scarce goods will be bid up 
higher and higher in price. He knows the 
general industry of this country cannot 


_pay a 30 per cent increase and that such 


an increase if paid would be meaningless 
unless the increase in pay would buy some- 
thing needed by the family of the man get- 
ting the pay. 


He undoubtedly hopes to spark off a 
return to work. By April reconversion 
will be well under way. By then the 
UMWA contracts will be up for renewal. 
His miners, who don’t like the foremen 
and superintendents much anyhow and 
who were growing restive remaining away 
from work and pay because of them, will 
be able to join in a general simultaneous 
wage demand. 


Therefore, despite John L. Lewis’ cyni- 
cal, tongue-in-cheek explanation, the fact 
remains the return to work is in the pub- 
lic interest. 


And Mr. Truman certainly is correct 
that if labor, which demands a large in- 
crease, will act accordingly and get goods 
‘lowing from factories in large amounts 
and at a price people can pay, things will 
be better all around. 


But, if it happens, it will not mean, 
unfortunately, that there will be lab 
peace for long. In this best of all eivar 
all roses have thorns. ( 


One of the Great Correspondents 


Georgia-born Robert Sherrod, ‘ staff 
member of Time Magazine, whose first 
news job was on The Constitution, is one 
of the great war.correspondents of our 
time.

Few of his dispatches were written back 
at headquarters. He was one of those 
who found the war a sort of unpleasant 
drug which nevertheless held him in the 
grip of its tremendous emotional excite- 
ment.

Because his name 
was not often in newspapers, he is less 
known than some others who saw little of 
actual war.

Robins, Moody and Turner Fields To Be Retained 


Good news for Macon and all middle 
Georgia came this week when the War 
Department announced that Robins Field, 
the gigantic air depot located a few miles 
south of Macon in Houston county, is to be 
retained on a permanent basis. 


Many had never doubted, of course, that 
the facility would continue in operation. 
It is of vermanent structure and its work 
is of a nature essential to the peacetime 
operation of an air force of any magnitude. 
Nevertheless, thousands of middle Geor- 
gians are doubtless breathing easier now 


that its permanency has been officially de- 
clared. 


Similar good news came to south Geor- 
gia with announcement that Moody Field 
at Valdosta and Turner Field at Albany 
will continue in operation. 


Georgia’s many natural advantages for 
such facilities have long since been recog- 
nized by the policy-forming officials of 
the military forces. That Robins, Moody 
and Turner will be retained on a perma- 
nent basis is thus good, but not surpris- 
ing, news.

The President 
Is in Good Hands 


WASHINGTON.—t.nce the American form 
of government puts a greater load on the shoul- 

— 3 ders of the President than is placed on any other 
chief executive of any world power, the office has been called “a 
man killer.” 

I wondered what that tremendous weight had done, if anything, 
to Harry S. Truman, now well into the second half of his first year 
in office. 

So, I went around to see the White House physician, Col. Wal- 
lace H. Graham, of Kansas City, but late of the forces which landed 
in Normandy and went on to assist in conquering Germany. 


I found an amiable, handsome young man of 34 years, the 
youngest personal physician any President ever had. He is from 
Kansas City, where his father, too, was a physician and later a 
medical teacher in Kansas City. : 


President Truman selected him from a long list of Army doc- 
tors whose records were prepared for him by the surgeon general’s 
office. Harry Truman wanted, he said, “a warrior.” A word he uses 
to describe a veteran. 

President Truman didn’t know this name was in there. He 
knew the young man only casually. He knew his father in the 


first World War. 
“Is it all right to ask,” I said, “some questions 
Good Health about what it is like to be personal physician to 
the President of the United States?” o 
“You can,” he grinned, “ask all you want, Sut I can’t say how 
much I can answer. Also, I am new at this, so don’t ask me any- 
thing difficult.” 


“How is his health?” 

“The President’s health is good.” 

“What sort of a patient is he?” 

“He is an excellent patient. 
to me and do what I say.”’ 

“Well, what do you say?” 

“Well, the first talk I had with him went something like this— 
Mr. President, if you had owned an automobile for as many years 
as you are old, you would know all about it. You would know 
what hills it could climb and what hills it had difficulty making. 
You would know if the springs were weak, if any of the engine 
parts were wearing out; and so on. Well, that applies to your 
body. You have flogged it and driven it too hard and up hills 
which perhaps were too steep for it. So let’s sit down and find 
out about it.” 

“That,” he said, grinning again, “is about how we started. 

“The President takes care of himself now, as best he can. He 
takes a nap every afternoon. That is important. He also does what 
I say about food and does not overeat or eat things which do not 
agree with him. There are times, of course, when he cannot abso- 
lutely follow instructions. The load does cause strain, but he hon- 
estly tries.”

: M “What,” I asked, “are the things a doctor looks for 
Diagnosis in attending the President?” 

“In treating men beyond middle age you look for what we call 
geatrics, the signs of strain and so on. One of the first signs of 
strain or weariness or, if you want to call it by the commonplace 
term of nerve strain, comes in the voice. You also note it in the 
shadows of the eyes and face.” 

Colonel Graham took down from the wall a small oil painting. 

“I bough: this,” he said, “in Germany. I don’t know what art 
critics think of it, but to me it is a splendid job by an artist with a 
great eye for detail. I have looked up his name in the art refer- 
ence books, but he isn’t there. I think he ought to be.” 

The picture was the face of an old man with a beard. 

“Notice,” said Col. Graham, “that here on the right lower eye- 
lid he has had an ulcer from some cyst or perhaps a stye. It went 
untreated and left a scar. Note, too, how the artist pt in the red- 
ened heavier line on the lower lid than on the right, showing the 
old man had trachoma in that eye worse than the other. See how, 
over the left eye, the forehead is more heavily wrinkled and the 
wrinkles pwlled into a higher arch than above the other eye. That 
indicates a nerve strain effect.” 

No man is more interested in his profession than the young 
doctor at the White House. Nor is there one more modest and 
possessed of a better personality. 

“TI realize,” he said, “that the position is a very responsible one. 
Harry S. Truman is a very real, human man with a great aware- 
ness of the responsibility placed upon him. I never knew him 
well until I came here. Now I have known him to be one of the 
finest men anyone could know. I know there would be criticism 
if he became ill and I did anything wrong. And so c-es he. Maybe 
that’s why he is such a good patient and does what I ask him to do. 
The strain is there, as it would be on any man, but the President of 
the United States is in good health.” 

I bowed out after that. In all sincerity, I don’t think I ever met 
one in so responsible a position who inspired .more confidence and 
whose personality was all one could ask. I think the President 
of our country is in good hands.

True, We Didn't Know, 
But Neither Did They 


When, in future years, we reminisce about 
the now-so-recent war period, there will be one 
' phrase which will still retain that aroma of 
disgust which has gathered around it. That is the phrase, so often 
used by the thoughtless, ‘““‘Don’t you know there’s a war on?” 

It was, we all know, used indiscriminately as excuse for almost 
any condition different from what we considered normal in pre- 
war times. 

If we couldn’t get purchases delivered as promptly as we 
wished, we were told there was “a war on.” If a store was short 
of a commodity we were again informed there was a war in 
progress. And the phrase bobbed up as an alibi for poor service, 
for rudeness, for inconvenience, on all sides. 

There was, ofttimes, tragic connotation. As when the person 
addressed was the mother of two sons dead on a distant battlefield. 
Or, perhaps, a yoyng wife bravely carrying on the daily routine 
while she prayed, denstantly, for word of a husband listed as missing. 

We did, however, expect to be rid of that phrase with the end 
of the war. 

Vain hope. It has reappeared, in a slightly different version. 

I have heard discharged soldiers, veterans, doubtless, of many 
battles, of years of overseas service, say, sometimes cruelly, “Aw, 
you folks at home never knew there was a war on.” 

Well, young sir, and with no disparagement of 


We Did Know your experiences or your service, most of us 


here at home did know there was a war on. 

Nor do I mean that we suffered by wartime shortages or pri- 
vations. They were as nothing. 

We did not, of course, experience the terror of falling bombs 
or whining shells or whistling bullets. We didn’t, to be sure, shiver 
in muddy foxholes or go for weeks without hot meals. Or go un- 
washed, with clothes unchanged, for a month. 

But we did, most of us at least, know there was a war on. 

We knew it in the hidden fears within our hearts, fears for 
the safety of you, over there. 

We knew it in the constant worry and the eternal anxiety as 
we followed the progress of our armies, day by day, yes, hour 
by hour. 

We knew it in our perhaps too vivid imaginations. Those 
imaginations that pictured, when we read of the Nazi successes 
in the Ardennes, your body lying, torn or dead, on a trampled 
field of dirtied snow. 

We knew it as, going about our daily tasks, we tried to keep 
hidden the everlasting strain of the fear and the dread of what 
any moment might bring. The news of tragedy that would strike 
deep home, into our own hearts. 

And we knew it in the aching sympathy for friends who were 
bereaved and in that dull, numb sense of sympathetic horror which 
came when we heard of the wholesale death and the agony of en- 


tire populations in less fortunate lands. *

Nor Did You Know war on in ways we could not experience. 
Nor do I believé you would have us undergo the things that 
happened to you. 

We did not, to be sure, wade ashore on Norman beaches or 
Pacific coasts. We never heard the thunder of the big guns and 
the horrid whisper of the mortars. We never saw hostile bombers 
flying overhead. Our homes were not transformed, in a moment, 
into dust and rubble, 

We always had enough to eat, a place to,leep in comfort and 
in warmth. So we could not know the war that you knew. 

But no more can you understand the war of fear and worry 
and constant strain which we knew. 

You see, our experiences were so different. 

Some of us, inevitably, truly never knew there was a war on. 
They were the callous seekers after pleasure, the dumb morons 
who never know anything outside their own selfish little affairs. 

But there are not many like that. 

For most of us, the war was a horror and a hated thing just as 
it was, in a different way, for you. 

Each has lived his own experience and it is impossible to im- 
part the emotional reactions to experience to any other. 

So, if you please, can’t we cease implying callous lack of imag- 
ination to each other and make taboo, in all our future conversa- 
tion, those accusing phrases involving “you didn’t know there 
Was a war on.”

Character 
Not Scarce 


Life’s eulogy of Henry L. Stim- 
son included the assertion . that 
“what he has is scarcer than tal- 
ent today. What he has is char- 
acter.” 

uch a statement is worthless, 
for\nobody can know whether it 
is true or false. To learn the 
truth it would be necessary to 
agree on the definitions of “talent” 
and “character” and then exam- 
ine all adult Americans to deter- 
mine how many have either or 
neither or both. 

But the statement is untrue if 
it means that character is scarce. 

Mr. Stimson is a natural gentle- 
man. His high-mindedness is bred 
in the bone, His moral courage, 
honesty and integrity are so well 
known that opponents trust him 
as friends do. He deserves all the 
praise he has received, but he can 
be given his due without dispar- 
aging others. 

Character is a combination of 
the moral and spiritual qualities 
that make a man admirable, but 
it is not a guarantee of wisdom, 
nor is it {insurance against par- 
tisan prejudice. A man of the 
highest character may be on the 
wrong side, and then his very de- 
cency becomes a menace and he is 
far more dangerous than a rogue. 
(The right would never be endan- 
gered if only the fools and rascals 
were against it.) 

It is conceded, also, that charac- 
ter is no proof of perfection. No 
man is free of sin, and none ever 
outgrows his inherent capacity 
for evil. Even St. Paul admitted 
doing the very things he hated. 

Those we call “big shots” are 
usually men of character. That is 
logical, for few men reach the top 
without the respect and confi- 
dence of the public or their asso- 
ciates, and respect and confidence 
must be earned. 

This doesn’t always hold true, 
especially in politics, where opin- 
ions are based on biased publicity 
instead of facts and shaped by 
passion instead of reason. Our his- 
tory affords abundant proof that 
high place, power and honor can 
be won by shrewd men who are 
neither truthful nor honest, 

But when all of this is conced- 
ed, the fact remains that character 
is as common as self-respect. It is 
like genius, in that “no hovel is 
safe from it.” It is not limited to 
any group or race or class, and 
may be found in most abundance 
where it is least expected. 

Everywhere you find men who 
are upright and dependable: men 
who keep their word and pay 
their debts; men who speak the 
truth, deal honorably, stand open- 
ly for the right and make no com- 
promise with what is foul and in- 
decent; and men like that have 
character,

Workers Still Hope 
For High War Wages 


BOSTON.—New Englard is weathering the 
shocks of reconversion very well thus far, due 
partly to certain favorable basic circumstances, 
including the type and diversity of her industry. 
This region should emerge in better shape perhaps than some 
other areas. 
However, this forecast must be 
conditioned upon two factors: 
_ One is how well the six’ New 
England states are able to absorb 
the big rush of returning service- 
men. This, of course, is also a 
problem everywhere else. 
‘The other is whether New Eng- 
land succeeds in breaking away 


DURING THE WAR, the Com- 
munists of the waterfront quietly 
penetrated Ryan’s ranks. When 
Russia’s victory was assured, an 
insurgent movement was engineer- 
ed to depose Ryan, and deliver 
the docks over to the union of 
which Bridges is the chief. Curran 
quickly moved in to help the in- 
surgents tie up the port. 

In 1940, a special committee of 
the house of representatives, under 
the chairmanship of Howard W.

This is going on 
rapidly now. 

For example, textile mills were 
diverted to making uniforms, 
tents, tire cord, parachutes, sweat- 
ers, and the like.

Shoe factories 
poured out Army shoes. 

Both of these are .basic indus- 
tries. They will provide a good 
bedrock for months and years to 
come because of great need for 
civilian goods in these lines.

Members of the United Automo- 
bile Workers Union employed by 
General Motors are scheduled to 
hold a strike vote on Oct. 24 to de- 
cide whether to back up their de- 
mands with a walkout. Officials 
of General Motors, and of other 
companies faced with similar wage 
“demands, declare that it will not 
be possible to keep the price of 
autos unchanged and still grant a 
30 per cent rise in hourly wage 
rates. But certain labor union lead- 
ers have advanced the idea that 
higher pay with no price increase 
is possible. 

To see how the general public 
lines up in this economic contro- 
versy, which is an important 
phase of the Detroit labor crisis, 
the Institute put the issue to a 
cross-section of voters from coast 
to coast as follows: 

“The automobile workers’ union 
gays that workers’ pay can be in- 
creased by 30 per cent without 
making it necessary to increase the 
price of automobiles.

in this list (of the Dies committee) 
Nathan Witt was listed as a mem- 
ber of the League for Peace and 
Democracy and was listed by the 
Dies committee as of Communist 
sympathies and tendencies.” 


The committee accused the 
board of blacklisting litigants be- 
fore it; promoting boycotts; denial 
of opportunities for defense; re- 
quiring industry to reinstate with

SPEAKING OF Curran’s picket 
line in New York which demanded 
the suppression of the Pegler col- 
umn, the Seafarers’ Log said: 

“Where did the 2,500 ‘seamen’ 
pickets come from?

heated. \But suppose we take a 
theoreticalh.week and begin with 
Monday, seeing what we can do 
with meat cookery for the woman 
with a home apd a job, using the 
utility beef that is now so plenti- 
ful. 

Monday: For a family of two 
buy 1 1-4 unds chopped beef, 
part of it to\be broiled and served 
on a mound of mashed potatoes to- 
night, the rest to be made into a 
meat loaf fox Tuesday’s dinner. At 
the same-time buy 2 pounds rolled 
shouldet of vealthat you will pot- 
roast Tuesday evening to serve for 
Wednesday’s dinner. The veal pot- 
roast will serve for two meals, 
which means that one trip to the 
market will produce enough meat 
for four days. 


CHOPPED BEEF PATTIES 


Use 1-2 pound of the beef, sea- 
son it with salt and pepper and a 
bit of chopped onion or garlic salt. 
Shape into 4 patties and pan fry in 
a small amount of fat or drippings. 
Place cooked patties on mounds of 
hot, well seasoned mashed pota- 
toes, make gravy of dripping in 
pan and serve over the beef and 
potatoes. 

MEAT LOAF 

Mix 3-4 pound chopped beef 
with 1 teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon 
minced parsley, 1-4 teaspoon pep- 
per, 1-2 cup the thick part of can- 
ned tomatoes, 1 slice of bread wet 
in cold water and squeezed dry, 
and 1 well beaten egg. Mix well, 
shape into a loaf, place in greased 
pan and place in refrigerator to 
cook next day, or if desired, bake 
25 minutes in moderate oven. If 
you cook the loaf on Monday night, 
Tuesday evening pour 1-4 cup to- 
mato soup over the loaf and re- 
heat it 15 minutes in moderate 
oven. 

Tuesday night cook the potroast 
of veal. Sprinkle meat with flour, 
seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Melt 3 tablespoons fat in a sauce- 
pan, put in the meat and brown 
it well all over. Pour off any ex- 
cess fat, reduce heat to simmer- 
ing, add 1 cup hot water, 1-4 cup 
tomato juice, 1 sliced onion, a 
few sprigs of celery leaves and a 
sprig of parsley. Cover closely 
and cook slowly 1 1-2 hours or 
until meat is tender. Turn off 
heat and let meat cool. Next 
morning put it in the refrigerator. 
At dinner time re-heat the gravy, 
put the meat in it and heat about 
25 minutes or until thoroughly hot. 
Lift meat to a hot platter, thicken 
gravy with flour if necessary and 
serve, Leftover meat and gravy 
makes the shortcake for Thurs- 
day dinner, 

Thursday: Cut cold veal into 
small cubes, and re-heat in gravy. 
If there is not enough gravy add 
hot water, or mushroom soup.

Williamson was discharged 
from the Army Ajir Forces last 
week, but he wasn’t discharged 
from the flying business.

SHOULD COUSINS MARRY? 

The essential question is not so 
much whether a man and woman / 
are closely related, but whether 
their ancestries are both free from 
defects or bad recessive traits. 


Two unrelated people may mar- 
ry, but if they both have deafness 
or other inherited traits as reces- 
sives in their heredity, they may 
have a deaf child. Yet such mar- 
riages are legal. 

On the contrary, if a brother 
and sister of good stock, free from
